When at work each boy wears a 
white cook's cap and a long apron 
with a hit), to which is attached a 
towel and a small mat for handling 
hot handles, etc. Miss Hatchehler 
m.iktvs herself understood mostly 
by the movements of the lips, and 
the nH'eii)ts are written on a black - 
bo,ird to be copi(Ml by the boys. The 
le.s.soii8 over, the boys are taught to 
wash up the jiots and kettles, to set 
tlu'' dining table for themselves and 
their instructors, and th(\v together 
enjoy the fruits of their combined 
labors. Th(> boys already can 
make many excellent dishes! They 
are very fond of making candy, 
and their li.st now includ(>!i Fivneh 
(^reams, chocolate caramels, pep- 
permints, grilled nuts, coco.inut 
bars, chocolate fudge, and many 
other things.

Street has two dre-ssers, one for tin 
kettl(\s and crockery, the other for 
groceries, an<l soon. Two revolving 
bl.ickboards, six work tables, each 
having three little gas stoves, a 
large gas range, a coal range with 
hot -water boih<r, di>sks and side 
tables, besides a dining table and 
other things in general use.

Journal correspondents in 
Washington and Philadelphia have 
got things a little mixed in their 
aeeounts of the won<lertul curative 
pro])erties of the IJear Litliia 
Walxjr. As Prof. Ketney hjis a re- 
putation not even bounded by the 
Atlantic nor the Pacific, and his 
new place will likely be quite a 
rendezvous for the more prominent 
deaf of this country this summer, 
an accurate description of the 
[»laee may not be amiss at this 
time. 

It is unnecessary to go any far- 
ther hiU'M than the begioning of the 
Civil War of 18(Jl-'(;.5. Colonel 
Jacob Hear, the father of Mr. 
Henry A. IJear, the w(dl-known 
veteran at the Virginia School, was 
the owner of the Old Hear Home- 
stead, lying on a plateau, the back 
of the place running up to the base 
of s<iveral lofty peaks of the Ulue 
Ridge Mountains, while the front 
is skirted by the famed Shenan- 
doah River — the black- liass lover's 
haven. At that time the curative 
qualities of the water was un- 
known, except to i\wwt in the im- 
mediate vicinity. Colonel IJear, 
then a gray-headed veteran of the 
Mexican War, upon the question of 
secession from the General Govern- 
ment arising — himself being a 
large slave-holder to the contiary 
nutwillistaiidinK — advocated vigo- 
rously at i)ublic meetings the re- 
maining of Virginia in the original 
sist«.'rhood of States, or upon a 
n/.ulrtU ground at least, during ilut 
cx)nflict then very near at hand. 
While he was afi ardent Southern- 
er, he questiimed the wi.srlom of 
the step taken by South Carolina 
and followed u[) by other Southern 
States. The white people in th< 
South were happy in the posses- 
sion of their old mansions sur- 
rounded by hundreds and thou- 
.sands of broad ac;re.s teeming with 
a diversity of corps. The riegro 
slaves were to all ap[)earauceB 
lia[)py and conUmled, exc<'pt when 
an occasional "agitator," driven 
from beyond the slave limits came 
to the cabins (or " quarters," as 
they were called) and stirred up 
the savage insfinfits that are born 
in the negro, even to this day, 
which had the effect of making 
trouble on the plantation, and for 
the protection of life and propefty, 
heroic measures had to be taken at 
time. While it was iinquesl ionnbly 
Mr. Linr-oln'sinaugural address that 
served its a wind to fan the smoulder- 
ing flames, the South could well 
afford to abide its time. These 
were the sentiments of Colonel 
Bear, but they proved useless in 
the avalanche of popular indigna- 
tion at Mr. LinfK>ln's remarks. 

The war came, and Col Rear's 
s<jns, with the exception of his two 
deaf boys, bade their home ari af- 
fectionate farewell and, mounting 
their horses, reported for duty in 
the Soutliern armies. They became 
members of the famous Hla<!k Horse 
(Javalry, under (Jolonel John S. 
.MoMt»y, whos(! attacks at inoppor- 
tune moments upon small bo<lies of 
Northern troops became the dread of 
the men cut off from hea<lquarters, 
and canse<l the Washington govern- 
ment to offer a $.50,(KiO reward for 
the capture of Mosby, dead r)r alive. 
A]>ril '.), IHl'i'i, at Apprjinattox, the 
Sr>ulhern sun went down^ — it had 
W!t at Gettysburg — the remnant of 
7,000 of the army of Northern 
Virginia passed through the lines 
of 150,000 blue-dad men — there 
were no shouts of victory; General 
Grant had ordered drams and 
bands of music to remain silent, 
and instruct«;d a jK>nion of his 
own jtersonal staff to see General 
liobert E. I»e safely to hiK liome 
in Richmond, 

The *»nly wonder wa.s. how the 
South st,/w>d the conflict so long in 
the face of sooh tremendous dis- 
advantages.

by the way, had fell the impetus 
and been surveyed for a town of a 
size not to be sneezed at, with 
waterworks and other modern fm- 
provemenls and one thoiiHand dol- 
lar's each cash was paid .Mr. I$ear to 
show him that the mattcir was being 
considered in good faith. The 
deal was not completely closed, 
however. Then (same the re.iction 
— people got to saying " I havott't 
it to day, but I iimy to morrow," 
and such other well-known |)hr!ises 
of those day.s — there was soiiKithiiig 
all the time wrong in th«! financial 
machinery and the banking mach- 
inists got tifsy — then came the 
grand home-run, and them the 
panic of '0;i-'!M. The promised 
payments to Mr. Rear had failed to 
turn up on schedule time. In the 
mean time the impiovernerits on 
the plar!<» were gettinji out of order, 
as the sage of IJear Lit hia religious- 
ly kept his hands off to see what 
the contemplated purchasers were 
going to do. The boom at Elkton 
r!oIla|)sed, as ever. y where else, thi- 
company that bought rh<j Bear 
place w(!nt out in the backyard and 
shook hands with itsfdfin th(( con- 
templation that they would now 
clear a handsome profit by the Bear 
manipulation, as the owner had 
agreed to take $10,000 worth of 
boorn town stock, leavingonly iS2;j,- 
Of)0 of their own cash to go, and tfu! 
!!;l,000 they had already paid would 
be that much off this sum, and in 
all probability by a<lvertising the 
Hpring they could dispose of the 
I)roperty up in the forties or fifties. 
They went to .Mr. Bear and " Here's 
your money." Birt ther-e was th<' 
snag I Mr. Bear had no use for ^10- 
000 in worthless boom town stock, 
and as his wait on the comparij' 
had oppeared over lengthy, he spent 
the 1^1,000 in keeping up the pro- 
perly. He not only refu.^ed t;0 take 
the money rltt stock now, but also 
refused to i)ay back the *1, 000. 
Then came the big lawsuit, and 
delay after delay in • its hearing. 
But at last it got to the jury and 
the complainants were thunder- 
struck when the Circuit (!ourt 
Jn<lge presiding arose and char-ged 
the jury that their only business 
was whether Mr. Boar should I'e- 
turn that ?sl,00tt or not! The jui-y 
i-etired and agreed to " not agree," 
or something t;0 that effect, — and 
there the matt/cr ended, (yapilal- 
ists, jurors, lawyers and witnesses 
have since died, but Mr. Bear is 
yet the sage of Bear Lithia.

Thompson. 

MR. ZEIGLER PROMOIKD. 
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In I'rof. E. S. Thomjisoii the Mt. 
Airy School has one who not onl^ 
adds honor to itSi intellectual de- 
partment, but also, and with most 
unselfish motives, contributes gen- 
erously to the entertJiinment of the 
nearly six hundred people within 
its precincts. And not alone there, 
tk)r his generosity is known to have 
been exteiideil to other quarters. 
Some time ago he gave a series of 
entertaining lectures for the liene(i( 
of Grace Ei>iscopal Church at M(. 
Airy. Tho local deaf liave not 
forgoden the interosdng lecdire, on 
" Ala.ska," which lie dolivired be- 
fore the Cl(>rc Literary Association 
over a year ago. Another one 
which promises to exceed that one 
in [loiiit of interest will lie deliver- 
ed before the As.sociation by thi- 
s.inie gentleman some time in Juno. 
His travels alnoad, which he so en- 
tertainingly described in successive 
^suesofthc Mf. Airij IFor/*/ for 
months past and jii.st concluded, 
wiMC but instances of his generous 
pen. It may l>e prcsumeil, there- 
lore, that a very large numbor^of 
people liave been entortaiiieiK by 
him. ,\nd when we think of the 
time and expense which he has .so 
nnsellislily .sacrificed in trying to 
make others happy, we may indeed 
call his a Work of love, and one 
that calls forth from us ti public 
expression of sincere gratilude. 

We learn from a trustworthy 
source that anions; the coming 
changes in the personnel of the M(, 
.Viry Ins(i(ution is one providing 
Mr. liobert M. /iegler with a clerk - 
.ship in the office of the Steward. 

We can not refrain from express- 
ing our felicitation upon this pieci 
of news, and we have no doubt 
(hat it is also gratifying to his 
many friends among the local deaf. 

For a number of years Mr. Zieg- 
ler has served the Institution faith- 
fully as a supervisor of boys, and 
he would iloulitlessly eontinne in 
that capacity, but for proposed 
ehiitiges which would render his 
supervisorship almost needless. 
HeiuiT cognizant of his past faithful- 
ness and efticiency, Dr. Crouter 
has prepared a new "berth" for 
him. Here is another instance of 
Dr. Crouter's considerate treatment 
of deal iiersons who have shown 
themselves wonhyof it. We onl.\ 
point to it to show the fallacy of 
slatcmentsto the contrary. 

In doing Mi us, Dr. Crouter nof 
only .serves the in erests of the In- 
.stitution, but insures Mr. Ziegler's 
stay in this city for a longer pt>riod. 
That is certainly very desitalde, for 
his usefulness here is well known. 
Intelligent and progr'>ssive, gener- 
ous and sympathetic, and as one 
who always takes a prominent jiart 
in the affaii-s of the lo«ial ileaf, 
Philadelphia can not well part 
with him now. Although not a 
nieniber of All Souls' (>nil(l, he 
gives it regular material "issistHnce. 
His good works in tho All Souls" 
Working People's Club are too 
well-known to need comment fixim 
lis" He has been termed the 
"father" of the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of 
the Deaf, having been foremost in 
founding it. 

As Cliairman of the Loea! Com 
mitlee of the National Association 
of the Deaf a few years ago, he dis- 
charged his duties with great 
ciTdit, meeting all expenses 
(amounting to nearly $400) with- 
out levy upon the As,sociat ion's 
treasury and besides win nbli^ to 
turn in a snug balanci 

He is aw arduous supin.rurui ilie 
Home project and ha.s ■'ollected 
much money for it. He has been 
at the head of a number of other 
praiseworthy jirojects, which, how- 
ever, space forbids us to niention 
here. Suflice it to say that in all 
of them he has displayed signal 
ability AS a leader and "hustler," 
and, amonghis class, he is regarded 
as peculiarly qiialifi(>d for conduct- 
ing big undertakings. Hence our 
felieiladon. 

I.jvstly, but not leaslly, (he air 
just now is melodious with whisper- 
ings of his newest exploit, in which 
his chivalrous spirit has at Ijwst 
niiuiifiested itself, and, whether 
eonqu(>ror or conquered, we shall 
take the greatest plea*iurt^ at some 
future day in adding a new para- 
graph to his biography, telling of

The grades of rank of cfim mis- 
sioned oflii-ers aieindicat<;d by sym- 
bols in gold orsilv<iron the shoulder 
strap as follows : General, Iwosilvei 
stars with the United States arms 
between ; lieutenant-general, three 
silver 8t.ar8 ; major-general, two sil- 
ver stars; brigadier-general, one 
silver star ; colonel, silv«'r sprea<l 
eagh; lieutenant-colonel, silvitr two 
f)ak leaves ; major, two gold «»ak 
leaves ; captain, two silver bars at 
each end ; first lieutenant, a silver 
bar; second lieutenant, blank.
